He 
testified to helping to bring the body 
ashore and also to the fact that blood 
ran from the mouth after it was land- 
ed, He had hauled coal for five years, 
but had never seen the man before.

He did not see the body brought

body in the water. The water at the 
place was about three and a halt feet 
deep. This witness did not help to 
take the body out of the river. There 
were six or seven men. on the tip at 
the time he made the discovery, and 
he thought the body was about thirty 
feet out from the bank, It did not 
appear to move at all. 

At this point Coroner Forin ad- 
journed the inquest until t day at two

FOUR MEN AT FARM

Four men in a mg drawn by a 
bay horse called yesterday at 
the house of LD.

One 
of the men, described as tall and 
slim, khocked at the door of the 
house. Mrs. Walker answered 
the door and the man asked if 
they could get anything to eat 
there as they were hungry. 

Mrs, Walker replied taut shé 
could not give them anything. 
The other men had also got out 
of the rig and stood on the trail 
a little distance away. The man 
who interrogated Mra Walker 
asked how far they were from 
Strathcona and also how far they 
were from Leduc. They after- 
wards drove away again. 

Mrs. Walker states tnat she 
thought it rather strange that the 
mén should be driving about the 
country, hungry and not knowing 
where they were. 

The man who came to the 
house was well dresesd and was 
wearing a navy blue serge suit. 
He had on a shabby overcoat not 
in keeping with his smart auit, 

Chiet Vetective Officer Simpson 
has peen working on the case 
and he is fairly confident that the 
yesgmen will be caught. The 
police have certain information 
which it is understood will very 
Wkely lead tw the arrest of the 
burglars. The arrest of four 
men on a charge of robbing the 
eafe may be expected any hour.

Bound Hand and Foot.

Wallace and Campbell now saw that 
there were more of the yeggmen than 
at first appeared. One took up a posi- 
tion in the doorway of the little room 
into which they had been thrown. 
Outside the window of the room was 
another masked man who kept a gun 
trained on them while the robbers did 
their work. 

A Polite Good-Bye, 

A slight vufl, tollowed by a janring 
of the building teld the bound clerks 
that the safe had been blown. A mo- 
ment later the two men from the in- 
ner office appeared at the doorway of 
the little room wth a bow and the re- 
mark: “We bid you a dignified but 
hasty good-bye,” he and his compan- 
ions disappeared, After a few min- 
utes’ struggling Wallace and Camp- 
bell freed themselves from the ropes 
that bound them and at once phoned 
th C. N. R. ticket office, where Louis 
Kaenouso and William »ililams, two 
telegraph operators, were on. duty. 
The operators in turn phoned the city 
poliec ai.d a few minutes later Sergt. 
Schute and a staff of men were on 
the scene. All the available men of 
the force were summoned and spread 
throughout the yards. but the men 
were not to be found, 

Five Men in Gang, 

Just before the hold-up Campbell 
had seen five men walking on the 
platfotm on the south side of the 
freight shed. These were evidently 
the’ men who afterwards carried out 
the hold-up. One of the men who 
entered the office first was tall and 
about 26 years old, and wore a rain- 
coat, while the second was short and 


stout and of uncertain age. He wore 
a heavy black overcoat, and both 
wore siouch hats, 

No one about the C. N. R. yards 


outside the freight office had any idea 
of what was going on until they were 
told by the clerks after the departure 
of the gang. Constavie Smith, of the 


vw. N. R., was on duty at the depot 
at the time, but ais suspicions were 
not aroused. The switechmen and 


brakemen shunting in the yards were 
also entirely unaware that a daring 
hold-up was taking place within not 
many yards of where they were work- 
ole. 

The explosion by which the safe 
was forced was carried out practically 
without any noise. An examination 
of the safe afterwards showed that a 
large quantity of soap had been used, 
covering the crevices around the 
door of the safe, making it air and 
noise-proof.
